Shangbai correspondent informed us thar, 
by. ordér of the Tulth; a woman had been 
" spublicly shot at Changsha in the presence 
-of a large crowd assembled-outside the City 
Gates for the offence of persisting in 
“smoking opium. This exhibition of bar- 
Darism is not an isolated one. In the 
‘bulletin which the Anti-Opium organisation, 
styled the International Reforus Bureau 
of Poking, periodically distributes “for the 
use of newspapers” we observe that on 
November 18th “six men were executed at 
Changiha for- privately cultivating and 
smoking opium, the prohibition order being 
now vigorously enforced here.’’ Another 
piuragraph in the same bulletin reads :— 
“Tutu T'aw of Hunan is quite determined 
to euforce strict measures against opium 
smokers in the Province. A man by the 
name of Suan Car-sena being convicted of 
violations against the probibitory lawa was 
immediately ordered to be shot, Similar 
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punishments are being dealt out to opiuny 
smokers throughout the Province.” _ From 
othor sources wo learn that “heavy pu nish- 
ments” are inflicted elsewhere for offences 
against tho law for tho suppression of 
opium, and one of the Teports t in which this 
ig mentioned paradoxically states that 
“ opium is advancing rapidly in price, evon 


| here, where until recently smugglers placed 


quantities on- the secret market and kept 
prices low.” One would suppose that the 
heavy punishinents which are being meted 
out to offenders. against the law would tend 
to make opium ag cheap as dirt. But the 
point to which we wish to draw specinl 
attention ia. that the Republi-an -Govern- 
ment of Chisu in May. Inst year adapted a 
Criminal Code which contained provisions 
fixing the penalties for offences against the 
laws and regulation relating to opium. 
Article 270 preseribes that any parsow guilty 
of caltivating poppy for the purpo-c of 
mavufacturing opium shall be, subject to 
“impriscmment of not less than the fourth 
grade or detention and fine of less than 
$300." Article 271 preseribes “ imprison- 
mont. of not less than the fifth grade or 
| detention or a fine, of Tess than $1,000" 
for uiy person convicted of smaking opium. 
This\kaw seems to be generally disregarded, 
; cs os aT of the province of 
Hunan is a law-giver unto himself.
